French Hint 
Vast Retreat 
In Indochina 


PARIS, France, Feb. 26—(— 
France may be forced to abandon 
all of northern Indochina to the 
Vietminh Reds as a result of dis- 
astrous week-end defeats, authori- 
tative French sources admitted pri- 
vately Tuesday. 

A decision to withdraw from the 
areas where Communist rebel 
forces have jolted French Union 
defenses would roll back the 
French defense lines 250 miles to 
the south, to the narrow ‘‘waist’’ 
of the country in Annam. 


SEVERE SETBACK 


Private sources said official 
quarters consider such a move 
would be a severe setback for the 
entire anti-Communist world. 

But the withdrawal to Annam, in 
central Indochina, would give the 
French a concentrated, 150-mile- 
wide defense line in defensible 
mountain ridges. 

Official government sources 
would not speak for the record of 
such a possible withdrawal. But 
last week end’s retreat from stra: 
tegic Hoa Binh left no doubt of 
the gravity of the French position. 


20 MILES FROM HANOI 


It pushed the French perimeter 
to within 20 miles of the Tonkin 
capital of Hanoi. And front reports 
said the Vietminh rebels are mass- 
ing for new attacks along the 
French withdrawal route to the 
south.

E. Farmer said that the Negro, 
identified as 32-year-old Robert 
Lee (Bo) Cobb, was asked to ‘‘sur- 
render.’’ 


SHOT DEAD 


“‘Igstead, the Negro fired at his 
pursuers and was shot dead,”’ 
Farmer said. 


Cobb had been the object of a 
widespread search since 1 g. m., 
(CST) when he fatally wounded 
J. Allison Hardy, 62-year-old plant- 
er and a director of the New Or- 
leans Federal Land Bank. 

Hardy had gone to a nearby 
tenant cabin on his plantation to 
investigate ‘‘loud talking.’’ As he 
approached the cabin, Cobb pushed 
open the door and fired point blank 
at Hardy, who died four hours later 
in a hospital. 

Cobb had escaped into the woods 
while authorities put out an urgent 
call for citizen volunteers, who 
with state highway patrolmen, had 
stopped automobiles, busses and 
even trains during an exhaustive 
effort to see that the Negro didn’t 
escape the area.

While the NATO agreement at Lisbon is a 
‘triumph of diplomacy for Dean Acheson and 
his country, it was accompanied by distress- 
ing and dangerous events in other portions 
of the world where the attempt to contain 
Communist aggression is continuing. 

One was in Indonesia, where a coalition 
cabinet has resigned in protest against a mili- 
tary agreement made with the United States, 
and the other is in Indochina, where hard- 
pressed French troops have surrendered a 
vital point to Communist forces. 


Both are vital geographical and ideological 
points in the anti-Communist campaign. 

For the sake of clarity let us identify 
them. 

Indonesia (The Islands of India) is in 
reality the vast Malay Archipelago. The Re- 
public of Indonesia comprises the former 
Netherlands colonies and includes Java, Ma- 
doera and Sumatra. 

Indonesia is one of the largest nations in 
the world, from viewpoint of population, and 
is, as said, a key point. The population in- 
cludes a high percentage of fanatic Moslems, 
stirred by the Pan-Islamic movement and, 
for the moment at least, fanatically against 
anything connected with the United States. 

The Arab world, because of the position of

Tax Assessment 


By Careful Appraisal 


Reappraisal of Fulton County property 
under an expert outside consultant seems to 
us to be in line with good administration and 
sound business practices. For far too long, 
not only in Fulton, but in counties ail over 
Georgia, the matter of property evaluation for 
tax purposes has been a hit-or-miss propo- 
sition. We hope the reappraisal will be free 
of political interference of all kinds. 


A south Georgia tax official recently 
likened the system of assessing and collecting 
taxes in Georgia to a “free-will offering at 
church.” Politically appointed tax boards 
have accepted the individual’s word on his 
property evaluation and any question of that 
word invariably brings on the risk of po- 
litical reprisals against the county adminis- 
tration. In other words, the “influence” busi- 
ness is reduced to its lowest level and to its 
origin. 

The results have been ludicrous at times. 
Farm property which would bring $50 an 
acre on the current market is assessed as low 
as $1 an acre. Land values vary in adjoin« 
ing counties by as much as 50 per cent for 
tax purposes. Now that the state is turning 
most of the ad valorem tax privilege back to 
the counties, the assessment system may not 
be as unfair as formerly, but it is just as 
unbusinesslike. Formerly, a county which at- 
tempted a’ fair evaluation was penalized by 
the counties which made no attempt to share 
their part of the load. 

In many cases, the low evaluation of 
property for taxes has resulted in a higher 
tax rate. It has been estimated that a uni- 
form reappraisal of Fulton property, placing 
all taxpayers on an équal footing, would re- 
sult in lowering the tax rate to half its present 
level. Although no greater total of taxes 
would be collected from most taxpayers in 
the long run, those who have been able to 
cheat their neighbors by unfair “voluntary 
returns” would be forced to pay their pro- 
portionate share. 

In counties where both tax rates and as- 
‘sessments have been low, services have suf- 
fered. Roads, schools, public health, jails, 
public welfare programs—all local services 
have been handicapped by lack of revenue. 
These counties have cried over their poverty, 
looking to the state for more and more aid in 
functions which the counties ordinarily jeal- 
ously withhold for themselves. 

There are too many variations and too 
many inequalities in the present system of 
allowing voluntary assessments of property. 
The counties of the state should move toward 
a more businesslike and more uniform method 
to meet the requirements of modern adminis- 
tration and a growing Georgia and to treat 
all property owners alike. 
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Passage of UMT Bill

Congress is now considering universal 
military training bills after exhaustive public 
hearings at which opposition and support of 
the measures prepared by committees headed 
by Georgia’s Richard B. Russell and Carl 
Vinson were heard. 

Whether UMT will be accepted in any 

form which will be of practical value is still 
in doubt. The proposals are meeting deter- 
mined opposition from farm, church, labor 
and school groups. Most of their arguments 
fail to register with us since the opposition 
seems largely based on selfish motives—“how 
UMT will affect us.” 
_ Americans can no longer dodge the fact 
that this nation is the leader of free peoples. 
Neither can it escape the equally important 
fact that in the next war we will not be given 
the two to four years necessary to prepare 
ourselves for defense and for victory. The 
first target, ¢he major target and the secon- 
dary target will be the United States. 

We cannot afford again to allow ourselves 
to become militarily weak. At the same time, 
maintenance of huge standing armies and a 
- prolonged Selective Service law will strain 
our economy to the breaking point. More- 
over, we cannot build up any sizable reserve 
forces without UMT unless we are to con-

Egypt and the nations about Israel, regard the 
United States as hostile to the Arab world and 
as imperialistically inclined. 

Indochina is really a continuation of the 
peninsula of India and includes Burma, Siam 
and the Federation of French Indochina. 

It is in this latter colony, generally re- 
ferred to as Indochina with the capital city 
of Saigon, that an exhausted French force is 
deadlocked with the Communists. The French 
frankly admit a deadlock. They have with- 
drawn from a base at Hao Binh, which is little 
more than a not-too-distant suburb of Hanoi, 
Tonkin city on the Coi River, which rises in 
southeast China and flows into the Gulf of 
Tonkin. 

Two fears are increased. One is that the 
Chinese, who have been helping modestly in 
Indochina, may accelerate that assistance. 
The other is that extra pressure may be put 
on Burma, which is in a precarious position 
with China’s Communists infiltrating with 
men and supplies to aid the Communist 
armies which for some time have had Burma 
in a@ state of anarchy. Transportation has 
been impossible and stable government is 
confined to a small area. 

But, the fight goes on—costly in money 
and lives, but not as costly in either as an 
all-out war. Patience yet pays dividends.

‘tinue to ask the same veterans to return to 


active duty—as in Korea, where thousands of 
men have been sent to fight their second war, 
their lives and their families uprooted for the 
second time. 

UMT is fair to all Americans and is an 
obligation which should be gladly undertaken 
by youth and accepted by their parents as 
long as world conditions are as they are. To 
evade the issue, ostrichlike, is to take a dan- 
gerous chance with the future of this nation 
and that of all its citizens. 

Under the present threat of loss of all lib- 
erties from the worst tyranny in world his- 
tory, we feel that all families must share the 
burden of protecting those liberties on an 
equal basis. UMT will provide that basis in 
time, if allowed to become effective, and at 
less cost to the people as a whole.

POW Issue Seen 
Confused in U. S. 


New York Times News Service. 
Special to The Atlanta Constitution 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 26—There is no more 
tragic aspect of the prolonged armistice negotia- 
tions in Korea than the plight of the prisoners of 
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war, and yet there is perhaps no issue in the armistice talks that is 
so misunderstood here at home. For example, many families of U. S. 
prisoners of war in Korea have been writing into Washington re- 
cently condemning the government here for mishandling the prison- 
ers-of-war issue during the negotiations with the Communists in 


Korea last December. 
The charges made in most of 
these letters are as follows: 


1. The U. S. Government knew 
that it was not prepared to force 
all North Korean and Chinese 
prisoners of war to return to 
the Communist lines against 
their will. 

2. Nevertheless, when the 
United States handed over to 
the Communists last December 
the list of Communist prisoners 
of war, it included in that list 
thousands of anti-Communist 
prisoners: who would rather die 
than return to Communist ter- 
ritory. 

3. By doing so, 
States made an_ exchange of 
prisoners almost impossible 
since we are not prepared to 
drive thousands of anti-Commu- 
nists back to North Korea at 
bayonet point, and the Chinese 
and North Korean Communists 
are not prepared to settle the 
POW issue and sign an armistice 
unless we do. 

Thus, it is assumed, if the 
United States had only screened 
the list of prisoners held by the 
United Nations’ command last 
December and turned over a list 
of only those prisoners who 
wanted to go back to North Ko- 
rea and Communist China, the 
POW issue could have been set- 
tled and the main barrier to an 
armistice removed. 

This is a serious charge, but 
the facts in this tragedy are not 
quite so simple. What actually 
happened was the following: 

A few days after the United 
States entered the Korean war, 
it offered to abide by the Ge- 
neva Convention governing the 
conduct of war. 

The North Koreans gave 
various excuses for refusing 
to do likewise, but the United 
States agreed to abide by the 
POW provisions of the Ge- 
neva Convention, anyway. Ac- 
cordingly, almost from the be- 
ginning of the war, the UN 


the United 


The idea behind this gesture 


was that the North Koreans 
would want to know about the 
prisoners we held and might 
eventually agree to give the 
Red Cross information about 
our prisoners. At first this the- 
ory seemed valid. The North 
Koreans did hand ové@r one list 
of UN prisoners in August of 
1950 and another in the follow- 
ing month, Both of these, how- 
ever, totaled only 110 names. 

Meanwhile, the International 
Red Cross continued to send the 
Communists our growing lists. 

Thus, when General Ridg- 
way’s negotiators handed over 
the full list of prisoners during 
the armistice negotiations on the 
POW issue last December, they 
were handing on, not an entirely 
new list which could be “edited” 
to eliminate the anti-Commu- 
nists, but a list which was large- 
ly a summary of other lists of 
prisoners previously sent to the 
Communists through the Inter- 
national Red Cross. 

A more valid criticism of the 
government here is that it ever 
agreed to adopt the rules of the 
Geneva Convention on prison- 
ers without an equal acceptance 
of the principles of that con- 
vention by the Communists. 


Washington had every oppor- 
tunity to know how the Com- 
munists felt about this issue 
long before the Korean war 
started. In 1945 and 1946, the 
U, S. Government forced many 
refugees and POW’s, from the 
U. S. S. R. and its satellites to 
return to their homelands. When 
our officials realized that many 
of these committed suicide on 
the way or were murdered 
when they got back, the policy 
was changed and the Commu- 
nist officials have been fight- 
ing bitterly for the principle of 
enforced repatriation ever since. 

Nevertheless, the motives be- 
hind the decision to adopt the 
convention were clear enough. 
This government was thinking 
in terms of unconditional) gur- 
render. It was thinking primari- 
ly about getting information 
about our own prisoners, and of 
supporting the idea that even 
wars may be fought in accord- 
ance with humanitarian rules. 
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the air time and time again. 
The second installment is my 
target.

Birds, Young Bulls 
And Recklessness 


It being nearly spring, Judge G. P. Martin, 
of Commerce, gives some sound advice to young 


bulls. 


Dear Harold: Well, I am not going to fuss at the agricultural 
boys over at Homer any more about bird feed. Luther Lyle, the man 
who lives over at Aunt Lillian’s, was over here yesterday and told 
me he set all that bird feed stuff out the other day, got it all fixed 
up nice, and that evening he was cleaning off.a ditch bank across 
the road about 200 yards from where he set the stuff out, and never 
in his life had he heard such a roaring and seen such a covey of 
partridges come and fly down all around him. 


He said that there were at 
least 200 of them. He said they 
had found out some way that he 


’ had set the stuff out and had 


come to be there when the ber- 
ries got ripe. Luther says that it 
will be all right if no other kind 
of birds come, but he says he 
has already seen a coot or two 
and is expecting eagles most any 
time. If all other kinds come, I 
will not be surprised. 


Luther had another report 
to make. I don’t know whether 
you have ever seen my little 
old Jersey bull or not. He is 
12 or 15 months old and will 
weigh 400 or 500 pounds and 
spring coming on as it is and 
the sap beginning to rise, etc., 
it is getting time of year for 
him to begin pawing the 
ground, bellowing little short 
snorts, turning over old clay 
roots with his short, stubby 
horns, and things like that, 


You know that old well in 
the pasture down there across 
the road from the store, it had 


a pretty substantial box on it, 


and he took a notion that he did 
not like that box, so he went to 
it and just turned it over and 
shoved it down the hill, and not 
knowing that the well was 
under the box, his front feet 
went down in the well, and his 
hind feet stayed up on the back 
side, and his meck and his 
dewlap, went against the bank 
on the front side, and the well 
being very narrow, he was left 
hanging up there with his head 
and neck out and his hind feet 
out with his front feet hanging 
down in the well. He just 
couldn’t wiggle a darn bit. Well 
five or six men got him out with 


ropes and prizes after so long a 
time, and, he wasn’t hurt to 
amount to anything. 

I remember when I was a 
boy, just across the river from 
this place there was a large 
sandbar on the bank of the 
river, and we had a little old 
bull who got it into his head 
that it was his solemn duty to 
dig a deep well in that sandbar.

He finally got it down to about 
three feet deep in the soft sand 
and would have to nearly stand 
on his head to dig. 

So one evening me and old 
man John Kitchens started home 
from work and we saw some- 
thing waving out there at the 
sandbar and we went out there 
and it was his tail waving out 
of the top of the hole and he 
was in there standing on his 
head and he could not get out 
and would be in there now if 
Kitchens and ] hadn’t got him 
by the tail and drug him out, 
He was just about dead. His 
eyes and nose and mouth were 
full of sand, and he never did 
look like arrything after that. 

So my advice to all young 
bulls is not to be too reckless in 
their actings and doings and ne* 
to dig holes in sandbars, and fall 
headforemost in them and for 
them always to find out wheth- 
er there is a deep well under 
any box that they may decide to 
turn over.

By this time Honest Charley was looking like a prophet again, 
unintentionally. He just wasn’t the kind- to begrudge the Bearden 
boy any of his success, even if he had violated his advice. 


I think he knew as well as anyone that if Bearden hadn’t 
been snowed under by the avalanche of success that first year 
in contrast to the $2.50-a-day mea] money life he’d been living, 
he’d still be raking in Cleveland’s chips. But after the World 
Series had been won, Bearden hied hisself off to Hollywood 
to become a moving pitcher boy. He played a few bit parts 
around and about and he was often photographed for the daily 
chronicles as he walked from the studios with dark glasses on 
just like Errol Flynn or Clark Gable or Roy Roger’s horse Trigger. 
He even got to toting a poodle around. 


When Bearden got to spring training next year, he’d forgotten 
how to grip a knuckleball. A man of his stature wasn’t necessarily 
bound by the training rules, and he wasn’t. He became rather large 
for his trousers, and pretty soon he was telling them in Cleveland 
how the Indians ought to handle Bearden. 

- I was thinking about all this when I read about the deal that 
moved him with a covey of Tigers to St. Louis for a covey of Browns. 
When you get passed around in these mass deals and your name’s 
running last in the list, I always figured your importance was just 
about at the bottom of its deflation. Especially if you’re moving 
to the Browns.

Bitter complaints come from 
ladies who try to beautify the 
upper arms.

_ So often when we are_shopping we see women make quite a 


fuss in the meat department to get bright red colored beef. To many 
the brightness of color denotes freshness. This is an erroneous idea. 


There are numerous factors 
which have an effect on the col- 
or of the exposed cut surface of 
beef. First pr 
there are indi-|° 2wT® 
vidual varia- 
tions between 
QGarcasses. 
Some beef is 
just naturally 
darker and this 
does not denote lack of quality. 
In the parlance of the meat 
packers these animals are called 
“dark cutters.” 

The second and most common 
factor affecting color is expo- 
sure to air. When beef is first 
cut it usually is a purplish-red 
color. This color changes to a 
bright red due to the oxygena- 
tion of the myoglobin on the sur- 
face within’ a _  10-to-30-minute 
exposure period. 

PACKAGE FACTOR 


Furthermore, if beef is pack- 
aged in a wrapping material 
that does not allow oxygen to 
enter the package, or if two cut 


surfaces are so close together: 


that oxygen is excluded, the 
bright color that has developed 
due to exposure to air will be 
reversed to the original dark 
color. ° 

A third factor is, if the cut 
surface of beef is allowed to dry 
to any extent, the color will be- 
come much darker and the sur- 
face dry and hard. 

It all boils down to this: color 
alone is not a characteristic by 
which to judge fine beef. Qual- 
ity should be judged by a good

The article points out that nu- 
trition scientists are heartily in 
agreement ‘“‘in believing that the 
only reasonable goal in nutrition 
is. a lifetime concept of good 
food habits.’’ This is the best 
reason we know of to justify the 
necessity of everyone taking 
time out to thoroughly read some 
basic nutrition book. It all adds 
up to this: Food BECOMES You.
